BKYAN ON THE BE8ULT OF THE 


HEOBKT ELECTIONS. 


The Examiner has an article from 


William J. Bryan on the result of the 
recent elections. He says the result 
indicates dissatisfaction with Kepubli- 
oan policies and presages the overthrow 
of the party. It u!so indicates that the 
bolting or Gold Democrats cannut 
maintain a separate organization and 
mast either go to the Gold Republi- 
cans or unite with Sliver Democrats 
and accept tne Chicago platform. 


Iii Ohio, the liome of tho President 


and of Hanna, tho Chairman of theKe- 
pnblican National Committee, the Re- 
publican majority haa been reduced 
about one-half, nnd the Legislatute 
which had a majority of 87 on joint 
ballot in 1897, is so close that it may 
take the courts to determine which 
party will control it. In Kentucky the 
Silver Democrats carried the State by 
20,000 majority over the Eepublicans 
and Gold Democrats In Iowa the Re- 
publican majority was reduced about 
one-half, and the Silver Democrats 
made large gains in the Legislature. In 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania the 
Republican majorities were gieatly re- 
duced, while in New York the Republi- 
can plurality of 268,000 for McKmley 
was changed into a majority of 50,000 
for the Democrats. In Nebraska the 
silver majority was increased over that

By sending a commission to Europe 


Mr. McKinley 
admitted the gold 


standard to be unsatisfactory, and by 
appropriating $100,000 to pay the ex- 
penses of the commission the Repub- 
lican Congress confessed itself desir- 
ous of getting rid of the gold standard, 
The failure of the commission to secure 
the co-operation of Europe is proof 
that independent 
bimetallists were 


right in the assertion that the people 
of the United States must rely upon 
their own efforts for relief, without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation. 


The Republican party having failed 


in its eflorts to get rid of the gold 
standard must now insist upon the 
American people enduring the gold 
standard, which they do not like, 
merely 
because the 
financiers 
of 


England want the gold standard. Can 
the Republican party carry over to the 
gold standard all thosg who believed 
in intornntional bimetallism last year? 
Mr. Bryan is of the opinion that it can- 
not. Not content with forcing upon 
the American people against their will 
a financial system which permits the 
money magnates of Europe to control 
our primary money, the 
Republican 


party IB now preparing to turn over the 
paper money of tho United States to 
the National banks. Mr. McKinley, in 
recommending the appointment of a 
commission to reform the currency, re- 
ferred with approval to the Indian 
spoils coufeience, and a committee ap- 
pointed by that conference is now at 
work preparing a plea for the ratire- 
tirement of gtoenbstks and Treasury 
notes. The last Republican platform 
did not declare in favor of retiring 
greenbacks; neither did Mr. McKmley 
in his letter of acceptance. On the 
contrary, he expressly declared that 
the Republican party would keep in 
circulation, and as "good as gold, all the 
bilvei and paper money then included 
in the curiency of the country. If, a= 
now seems picbable, the Republican 
party id about to attempt the retire- 
ment of all Government paper money, 
will it not alienate those Republicans 
who still regard greenbacks as a safe 
and useful cairency ? 


Mr. Bryan says the Republican party 


program now embraces three pernicious 
doctrines, which he describes as fol- 
lows. Fh at—Foreign control of our 
primary 
money. 
Second—National 


bank contiol of our paper money. 
Third—Trust control of the taxing 
power. He does not think the people 
will submit to that and thera is not 
much doubt but that a majority of the 
Ameiican people dislike it.

panies to equip all freight cars with 
automatic couplers, also to provide 
them with a sufficient number of tram 
brakes to enable the engineers to con- 
trol the speed of a train, is expected to 
be in full Jorce and effect by the first 
day of January, 1893. 
The near ap- 


proach o° that date finds many of the 
railroads either unwilling or proifess-i 
edly unable to meet the requirements 
of the law.

the law, others have been dilatory and 
in a few instances have refused to pay 
any attention to the law at all 


A number of the roads throughout

Alleged Finding of Pontius Pilate's Be 


port on tbe Crucifixion. 


A World cable from Borne says a cor- 


respondent visited the Vatican to-day 
to obtain authorative information re- 
garding tbe reported finding in the 
Vatican archives of Pontius Pilate's re- 
port to Emperor Tiberius ou the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. 
One etory current 


was that the original report had 
been found and that the Pope had or- 
dered a careful study of it. 
Another 


waa that the document discovered was 
not Tilate'a own report, but a manu- 
script of A.. TO. 149 referring to it, while 
other fragmentary writing of the third 
and fifth centuries touching tho same 
matter had come to light also. 


The correspondent found the Vatican 


authorities very reticent, 
Some offic- 


ials were even chary of admitting that 
anything had been discovered at all, 
and were exfremeiy apprehensive lest 
they might be represented as giving 
color to the expectation that a contem- 
porary account of the most solemn 
evant in the world's history is in exist- 
ence, 


The sub-keeper of the Vatican ar- 


chives said to-night: ' His Holiness is 
naturally extremely cautious about 
permitting the publication of any docu- 
ment with imprints of the Holy See as 
tc authenticity, whiah may afterwards 
be reasonably contested. 
His Holi- 


ness has been profoundly interested in 
the possibility of tho discovery ot tbe 
original document lefnrred to in one 
dated Anno Domini 149, but BO far the 
search has been fruitless." 


The fiist indication of the potable 


existence of vhis exceedingly interest- 
ing report was obtained accidentally 
by an erudite monk engaged in looking 
through the archives of the fifth cen- 
tury and gathering facts concerning 
the early history of the papacy. He 
followed the clews back to manuscripts 
of the third century, and then again 
laboriously pursued them until further 
allusion was found in the document of 
A. D. 149. 
There the investigation ia 


brought, to a standstill for the present, 
and the Pope has given strict injunct- 
101 that no translation of references in 
docunrents shall be published until 
submitted for bis sanction.

THE KKW COt-DMT. 


Thirteen Families, Fifty-Six People, 


Will BO Through This Morning. 


T. K. Hofer of Carson informed the 


JOURNAL last evening that he expected 
thirteen of the families comprising 
fifty-six people to arrive from Cali- 
fornia this morning en-route to the 
location of the new co-operative colony 
to be established in Smith's Valley a 
few miles south and east of Carson. 
This is the first installment. Twelve 
more ' families are to follow and the 
whole comprise one hundred and three 
souls. They are all Jewish families 
and are substantial people. All have a 
little money and are entering into the 
project with a knowledge gained by in 
vestigation of the place and what they 
can do. 


They go in on the co-operative plan, 


having their officers, by-laws, etc., to 
regulate tbe affairs of tbe colony. With 
them there is a carpenter, blacksmith, 
shoemaker and other 
artisans and 


mechanics and several farmers, all ex- 
perienced in their several lines. They 
will build a town at what is known as 
Wellington's, each family having a 
home and an equal piece of land nesr 
at hand, then the large rano h will be 
worked by all or under a system in 
which all will share. The accounts are 
kept in regular form and whatever is 
used by the various families is charged 
up to them, and at the end of stated 
periods a balance is struck aud the 
net proceeds divided pro rata. A school 
will be maintained for the children, 
also a place of worship and other ad- 
vantages. 


Mr. Hofer is quite confident that tbe 


experiment will be a beneficial one for 
Nevada, and that within tbe period of 
five years many of the large tracts of 
land in the State will be settled and 
handled by these colonies.
